. . . commodity, but none of us 
like to see it raging through our 
homes, destroying everything in 
sight. 
That’s certainly what happened 
in Hondo again last Friday when 
more water fell on this South 
Texas town in a shorter period of 
time than ever before, something 
like 12 - 13 inches in less than 12 
hours. 
Approximately 40 homes were 
damaged in the 
east 
side of 
Hondo, 
the 
area 
hardest 
hit 
whenever it floods. It is tragic 
that these people have to suffer 
each 
time 
high 
water 
comes 
through. 
However, there is a brighter 
side to the coin in my personal 
opinion. And the brighter side to 
this coin is the clearing work the 
city finally performed in that area 
this past year. 
, 
Some will say it was 
too little 
and too late,” but I Firmly believe 
that last Friday had that area 
been in the same shape it was in 
1971, with nothing cleared out at 
the 
railroad 
trestle 
and 
the 
highway 
crossing 
and 
above 
them, much of that area would 
have been completely under water 
and homes that had never been hit 
before would have received water 
damage. 
The hard fact is that we had a 
tr em e n d o u s amount of water fell 
on Hondo in a brief span of time. 
It 
is 
doubtful 
that the 
best 
drainage system in the world 
could have prevented flooding. 
Water was rushing down 17th 
Street, something many people 
said they had never seen. It went 
into downtown businesses whose 
owners said was “ the first tim e.” 
It was in some areas in the south 
part of town that had never seen 
water. 
THis is not to say that perhaps 
something else can be done to help 
the drainage system . But where 
are you going to begin. When the 


city held a series of meetings on 
flood 
insurance, 
and 
possible 
drainage 
relief 
some 
of 
the 
recommendations given 
by the 
“ so called experts" on flooding 
included moving several of the 
homes away from the immediate 
flood channel. 
This 
met 
with 
disapproval from the homeown­ 
ers, and I can’t really blame them. 
However, there must be some 
remedies that have been suggest­ 
ed which can prove of value in 
attempting 
to 
alleviate 
this 
problem. I said alleviate, because 
I do not feel it can ever be 
eliminated 
without 
going 
the 
extremely expensive route recom­ 
mended a couple of years ago. I 
think the cost was estimated at 
$2,400,000 and this plan was the 
one that called for moving homes 
out of the area. 
So I am certain the City Council 
will receive some criticism about 
the recent flooding at their regular 
meeting 
on 
September 
IO. 
I 
personally don’t feel such criti­ 
cism will be justified. For despite 
the fact they were much too late 
with the work they did in the east 
area of town, they did something 
and I believe that something kept 
the area from 
suffering 
much 
heavier damages.

money coming in. When a 
Soviet citizen visits another 
country, he is allowed only 
so much money to take 
along. 
We saw the University of 
Moscow, a large, beautifu- 
ly impressive place where 
all students are given 40 
rubles 
(about 
$50) 
per 
month to attend. Those 
who live outside Moscow 
may stay in the dormator- 
ies, but Moscow natives 
must find living space some 
other place. Dorms cost 
students about 2 rubles and 
50 kopeks per month (about 
$3.50). 
Moscow 
residents 
do 
drive cars, but the streets 
are not packed with them 
as our American cities. In 
fact, the government dis­ 
courages the use of cars 
because of pollution. Our 
guide said they are ex­ 
tremely 
expensive. 
The 
government provides cheap 
mass transportation. There 
are electric buses,, trams, 
trolleys, and the Metro, the 
underground subway sys­ 
tem. For five kopeks, about 
eight cents, one can ride the 
Metro all day long. And the 
underground 
Metro 
sta­ 
tions are literally out of this 
world. They are brilliantly 
decorated 
with 
mosiacs, 
paintings, 
marble pillars 
and everything that would 
make the working man feel 
he is in the lap or luxury on 
the way to his drab job. 
Wide Streets 
Moscow is lined with 
giant squares, wide streets, 
green belts of parks, river, 
recreation areas and other 
sites which aid 
in 
the 
control of pollution while at 
the same time providing 
areas that are both aesthe­ 
tic and functional. 
In front of the University 
of Moscow is a walkway 
that overlooks the city of 
Moscow. One looks out 
across a recreation area, a 
giant stadium, a river, trees 
and sees in the distance the 
buildings of the city. Right 
at the edge of the walkway 
are two ski jumps which 
people were enjoying on 
that warm, sunny July 
morn. There wasn’t any 
snow, but they had a lot of 
green grass and sand at the 
bottom where the jumpers 
landed. 
Don Reid of Huntsville 
was extremely interested in 
prison reform and crime 
rates. But I must admit 
that he failed to receive 
many 
answeres 
to 
his 
questions. He was told that 
major 
crime 
is 
not 
a 
problem 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union, but “ hooliganism 
is rampant. United Press 
International 
representa­ 
tive Barry James told us 
there had been 96 execu­ 
tions during the year and 
they were all for “crimes 


to Pedrovorets, the Sum­ 
mer Palace of the Czars. It 
was built by Peter the 
Great 
on 
the 
Gulf 
of 


Finland and was almost 
totally destroyed by the 
Germans 
during 
World 
War II. 
Soviet Experiences 
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against the state 
He was 
asked what would happen 
to a man who raped a 
woman and he said, “ He 
would probably be treated 
for 
a 
psychological dis­ 
order." 
One thing was certain: 
there was no danger in 
walking the streets after 
dark. People flocked to the 
opera, 
ballet 
and 
other 
cultural events, but after a 
certain time the streets 
thinned out and one could 
see the one thing that 
saddened the members of 
our tour the most -- this 
was 
the 
many 
elderly 
women out sweeping the 
streets with their brooms. 
ITI say they did a good job 
for 
the 
streets 
were 
extremely 
clean 
at 
all 
times. 
The Soviets, long known 
for their capacity to drink 
anyone under the table, are 
now faced with a problem of 
alcholism. They 
are 
at­ 
tempting 
to 
steer 
the 
people away from drinking 
by guiding them toward the 
cultural events. 
Women hold down many 
jobs in the Soviet Union, 
since their motto there is 
“everyone who is able holds 
down a job. 
From the 
window of our hotel room 
Patricia and I saw a crew 
repairing the roof of a 
nearby building. Of the five 
persons 
working 
there, 
three were women. 
On our tour of the city we 
visited the end of Red 
Square where the beautiful­ 
ly intriguing St. 
Basil’s 
Cathedral stands. Nearby, 
workmen were rebuilding 
the tower at one corner of 
the Kremlin Wall, their 
scaffolds reaching high into 
the air where the giant 
clock stood. 
They 
were 
laying bricks. Several of 
them were women. Many of 
the tram, bus and Metro 
operators were women. 
Moscow is divided into 
29 
districts 
which 
are 
governed 
by 
a 
district 


council and all are governed 
by Moscow Council. The 
council 
makes 
all 
the 
decisions 
on 
rental 
of 
apartments, job application 
and assignments and mar­ 
riages. 
Interesting Custom 
An interesting custom is 
the marriage. 
Since the 
majority of the people do 
not belong to a church or 
believe in religion the most 
important 
phase of 
the 
marriage ceremony is the 
civil phase. It, is periormed 
in special buildings located 
through the city and in 
attendance 
are 
family, 
friends and 
the general 
public if anyone wishes to 
drop in. After the ceremony 
the bride and groom usual­ 
ly spend the day visiting 
historic spots around the 
city like the war memorials 
where they give tribute to 
the unknown soldiers and 
others who in the past have 
sacrificed to make their 
present 
possible. 
That 
night they enjoy a party at 
some nightclub*. 
Once they are married, 
according to our guide, 
they can become divorced, 
but with some difficulty. 
The more children 
they 
have the more difficult it 
becomes. 
Our guide says there are 
many unwed mothers in the 
Soviet Union and they are 
not treated as outcasts by 
their society. If they decide 
to keep thir baby, they may 
do so and continue to live in 
their own neighborhood. 
Should they decide to 
place the baby for adoption, 
they 
must 
sign 
papers 
saying 
they 
will 
never 
reclaim the right to the 
child. It is then placed in a 
good home in some other 
city other than where it was 
born. 
We visited the Armory 
Museum which is located 
within the Kremlin Walls 
and contains many dazzling 
things 
from 
one 
carat 
emeralds to a crown with 


2,000 
diamonds 
in 
it. 
Famous paintings abound 
as do the dresses worn by 
the czarinas of old Russia. 
The carriages driven by the 
czars also are on hand, as 
well as many other items of 
historical interest or intrin­ 
sic value. 
Barry James told us that 
all Americans have special 
license plates for their cars, 
white. And the police can 
tell if the car belongs to a 
journalist, a member of the 
embassy, etc. 
They are 
limited to 25 miles from the 
embassy unless they have 
special permission. 


They do not make much 
contact with the average 
Russian citizen. In fact the 
“ American compounds’’ as 
the areas where Americans 
live are called are guarded 
by Soviet troops, not tc 
watch the Americans sc 
much but to keep Soviet 
citizens out of the com 
pounds. 
Our journey to Lenin­ 
grad on the Red Arrow 
Express has been described 
in detail except for one 
thing. We went to the 
station late at night and 
waited on the bus until 
everything was ready. Then 
we followed our two guides 
to the train. 
We 
were 
scattered 
out 
on 
this 
journey 
and 
walked 
through many groups of 
people. I guess I must not 
be too observant because 
one editor from our group 
described this portion of 
the trip as: “Being made to 
stay on the bus until they 
were ready for us, then we 


During World War II, 
Leningrad was occupied by 
the Germans and was 85 
percent destroyed, losing 
approximately 
1,000,000 
people. It has since been 
rebuilt, 
but 
instead 
of 
bulldozing away the old 
buildings and erecting mod­ 
ern structures, the Soviets 
paid 
more 
money 
and 
rebuilt them in their origin­ 
al architectural design to 
preserve history. 
The Hermitage is actual­ 
ly five buildings built near 
the Winter Palace which 
has 1057 rooms. Our feet 
sighed with relief when our

rooms on our tour. Decor is 
unbelievable, gold and sil­ 
ver adorned ballrooms, and 
fabulous artal! in Russian,

quired 20 tons of silver to 
make it. Another was a box 
adorned 
with

stones for which an Ameri­ 
can once offered $1 million.

in the five buildings which 
cover two large city blocks. 
The guide explained: “ If we 
stopped five minutes before

We remained in Lenin­ 
grad Thursday, Friday and 
part of Saturday.

First it was Petro- 
grad, named after Peter the 
Great, then it was called 
Stalingrad, and after the 
revolution and Stalin was 
downgraded 
following 
World War II

named it Leningrad. 
The Neva River and the 
Gulf of Finland add the 
touch of water to Lenin­ 
grad, as do the other 82 
rivers 
and 
canals 
that 
course their way through 
the city.

The 
Palace 
holds

significant 
spot 
in

history of modern Soviet 
Union. It was here that the 
leaders were captured by 
the

forboding place where poli­ 
tical prisoners were held for 
many years. The last ones 
held there were the ones 
described above according 
to the guide. 
Hotel Leningrad, where 
we stayed, was a better 
hotel than the Intourist. In 
fact, the people of Lenin­ 
grad will tell you that 
everything they have is 
better than Moscow. 
The second night there 
everyone except Patricia 
and I went to the ballet. 
They really enjoyed the 
performance 
which 
they 
described as being striking­ 
ly beautiful. 
To The Circus 
Meanwhile, Patricia and 
I daught a bus', loaded with 
tourists from England, and 
attended the circus. We 
thought it was to be in a 
special building, but when 
we arrived we found it to be 
a large tent on a vacant lot. 
We went in the wrong door 
and had a most difficult 
time finding our seats, but 
finally a young man who

(and

sign language, and hurried 
oft. In a few seconds he was 
back beckoning for us to 
follow him to our seats.

alike, the Soviet people are

She said in her broken 
English that she would not 
have change until IO a.m. I 
told her that was all right, 
our bus left at 9 a.m. and 
thanked her. 
She left the booth, went 
outside 
and 
down

sidewalk about 200 feet to a 
small 
kiosk. 
In 
a 
few 
minutes she returned with 
some change so she could 
give me a one ruble coin. 
I don’t call that indif­ 
ference, 
no matter 
who 
owns the store. 
Kiev also suffered great­ 
ly at the hands of the 
Germans. It was captured 
and some 200,000 inhabi­ 
tants 
were killed 
while 
about 100,000 others were 
marched off to Germany. 
Some 65 percent of the city 
was destroyed. 
All in all the Soviet 
Union lost approximately 
20,000,000 people during 
World War ll and it seems 
to me that in the period of 
time since that war ended 
the people have come a long 
way in building their cities 
back to pre-war standards. 
And with a country losing 
so many people, one can 
imagine the great loss of 
skilled personnel. That is 
one reason why some many 
women hold down jobs. 
Patricia and I do not 
agree with the philosophy 
of the Soviet Union. We do 
not agree with the many 
attrocities they have com- t 
mitted 
throughout 
the 
world. And we agree with a 


made
